REPORT OF TOWN HISTORY 


To the Town History Committee of Goffstown: 


Gentlemen—A report of the progress of the town his- 
tory seems at this time to be in order. . 

Few people have an idea of the vast amount of labor 
involved in a work of this kind, and some no doubt think 
that the work has been prolonged already beyond a time 
of completion. ; 

It was not my intention to write a genealogical record, 
but yielding to the urgent demands of the people, I under- 
took the same. 

I fully realize that no one has ever yet entered that field 
with an adequate conception of the amount of labor in- 
volved to bring such a work to a satisfactory conclusion. 

In a genealogical record not only does the genealogist 
feel compelled to do his work but he must do it aright. 

Many times he is laying a foundation upon which 
future generations will build, and it is of the utmost im- 
portance that the data be correct, absolutely impartial, 
and as brief as possible. 

No one realizes until they have investigated how some 
family tradition or legend handed down from one genera- 
tion to another, being so often told becomes crystalized 
until it is assumed to be strictly true, when at the start 
there was no semblance of truth. 

It is very often the case that people claim that their 
early ancestors were revolutionary soldiers, when as a 
matter of fact the ancestor referred to was not born until 
after the Revolution. 
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Often an assertion or mis-statement may mislead the 
historian to a great degree. 

It is not a small work, by any means, to sift the truth 
from the untruth, the wheat from the chaff, and to get 
at the true record, to fix dates, ancestry, children, and 
assemble families. 

The present families of the town and a large majority 
of the former ones, in fact all of whom any trace could be 
found have been taken up, and are upon completed lists or 
on the note books. 

In all cases the record extends back as far as possible, 
often to 1640, to the original emigrant, which makes a 
record of value, and judging by the interest taken, both 
by residents and persons out of town, will be fully appre- 
ciated. 

To bring this part of the work to a completion or as 
fully as it is possible will require some three months’ 
time. 

No subject of this kind is ever fully done, for history 
is going on and what is today finished is tomorrow taken 
up, and new facts and items of interest discovered. 

Some may regard this part of the work a mistaken idea, 
but in future years it will be the more valuable. 

In regard to the other part of the work nothing has 
been done the past year. 

No time has been or could be taken for that, inasmuch 
as we were kept continually engaged, when health 
allowed, trying to bring the first mentioned part to a sub- 
stantial conclusion. 

I trust the people realize that Goffstown is a large 
town (was larger geographically than today), that this 
is a great work, and a gigantic task for one alone to un- 
dertake, but I am glad to have been able to carry on 
the work thus far. 

I have come to know much more of the town, of its 
people, particularly its early settlers, those hardy pioneers 
who laid the foundations of future homes, of their true 


worth and value. 
Five Goffstown 
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Our town has much that is valuable, solid, good, patri- 
otic and honorable, and in future years to those born or 
reared here a history will be full of interest.

REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER. 


To the Citizens of Goffstown: 

The last session of the legislature passed a law which 
practically eliminated local Boards of Health in the towns 
of the state and I have included here as a part of my report 
a copy of the law. 


An Acr to Improve the Public Health Service. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatwes m 
General Court convened: 


Section 1. The state board of health shall appoint as 
health officer for the towns of the state, respectively, such 
person as the selectmen of the town recommend, and the 
secretary of the state board of health shall issue to him a 
certificate of appointment; but if no recommendation is made 
within fifteen days after notice, the state board of health 
may appoint a health officer without such recommendation. 
Said health officer shall be a resident of the town for which 
he is to act, except that the state board of health may appoint 
any qualified person to act as health officer in unincorporated 
localities. 

Srcr. 2. Said health officer, with the selectmen, shall con- 
stitute a local board of health for such town, and shall suc- 
ceed in office the then existing board of health. 

Sect. 3.. Said health officer shall be the secretary and 
executive officer of the local board of health, and shall hold 
his office for three years or until his successor is appointed. 
The state board of health may remove a health officer for 
any cause at any time after due hearing, and fill the vacancy 
in such office by appointment as provided: in section 1 of 
this act. 
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Snort. 4. Said health officer shall enforce the publi 
health laws and regulations and shall make such sanitary 
investigations as may be directed by the local board of 
health, or as may be required by the state board of health. 
He shall receive for his services the same compensation as 
is allowed by law to local health officers. 

Sect. 5. This act shall not apply to the incorporated 
cities of the state. It shall take effect and be in force on 
and after June 1, 1915; and all acts and parts of acts in- 
consistent with this act are hereby repealed. 

Approved March 3, 1915. 

The following is a summary of the diseases reported to the 
board of health and health officer during the past year, from 
Jganuary 1, 1915, to December 31, 1915. The board of 
health existed until June 10, 1915, when the present health 
officer was appointed by the selectmen. Mumps, 1 case; 
scarlet fever, 8 cases; measles, 1 case; typhoid fever, 5 cases. 

Each of the five cases of typhoid fever were promptly in- 
vestigated, so that if it was possible the source of infection 
might be found.- Three cases occurred in one family and 
the origin of the disease was definitely established. In the 
other two cases, one residing on Shirley Hill and one in the 
precinct, no source of infection could be discovered by which 
they could have contracted this disease. No definite knowl- 
edge was gained in connection with the scarlet fever cases 
at Grasmere. There were two complaints made; one which 
violated Section IX of Chapter 108 of the Public Statutes. 
This was in relation to the keeping of swine where it was 
known to be a nuisance and injurious to the public health. 
The other complaint received violated Section XII of Chap- 
ter 108. In this case a person had left unburied in a pasture 
a dead cow, so that it was offensive to the public health. 

The usual attention has been paid to quarantine and the 
disinfection of infected premises. 

The question of a public system of sewerage in the 
precinct is always pertinent in this report. It is a matter 
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of great importance and one which is deserving of careful 
consideration. 

To individuals who contemplate building houses or to 
those who expect changing their present way of sewage dis- 
posal, the septic tank is recommended.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 
INDEPENDENT District No. 1. 


The teaching force.in the grades remains the same as last 
year, and their work has been very satisfactory. Work in the 
high school has been handicapped by the loss of the approval 
in the spring of 1915, but through hard work on the part of 
teachers and pupils the approval was regained in January, 
1916. The school year opened with Mr. Edward H. Leonard, 
a Dartmouth graduate, as principal, and Miss Ethel F. Ney 
and Miss Helen R. Wolkins as assistants. Mr. Leonard left 
at the end of the fall term for a better position and in his 
place we secured Mr. Raymond N. Brown, a graduate of 
Amherst College, and an experienced teacher, his last posi- 
tion having been at New Boston, N. H. Things now seem to 
be running smoothly but much still remains to be accom- 
plished before the school will again be up to the standard. 

A steel ceiling has been placed in the high school room and 
the second floor hall, and the ceilings in other rooms have 
been patched. It is desirable that new ceilings be placed in 
some of the other rooms as in many places the plastering is 
very loose. The building should be painted outside and in, 
and more adequate fire protection be provided. Arrange- 
ments are being made for the installation of an efficient fire 
gong, and it has been suggested that additional doors opening 
directly on the playgrounds be cut in the first floor rooms 
to insure the safe exit of the primary and intermediate 
pupils. 
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We shall need for the ensuing year: Teachers’ salaries, 
$4,200; janitor, $350; fuel, $250; books, $200; supplies, 
$200; music, $100; board of education, $75.
